Tribulation, which was brought out at the commencement of the 
season with the highest eclat, has been put aside, in consequence of 
the termination of Mr. Dowton’s engagement, who sustained the pre- 
dominatiog character ; we understand Mr. Liston has been requested 
to study it, but notwithstanding his fine comic abilities, he is not so 
well calculated for it as the former gentleman. This night we autici- 
pate a rich treat, as our readers will see by the play-bill. 
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Cuglish Opera-Pouse. 

Last night this Theatre was again crowded, to see the new Opera 
of Yarrare, Is He Jealous? avd The Spoil’d Child. If the Opera 
does not possess a strong interest in its fable, (which we believe to 
be almost incompatible with a drama depending, as Farrare does, on 
it’s music) and indeed we only recollect one exception, and that was a 
splendid instance, where powerful interest and fine music were com- 
bined, Mozart’s Dan Giovanni. ‘The present magnificent production 
at the English Opera-House, has created a curiosity in the fashionable 
world, and with the public in general; the Theatre throughout the 
week has been completely filled. We noticed the Countess of Stanhope, 
Lady Londonderry, Countess St. Antonio, Prince Esterhazy, the Mar- 
quis of Palmella, Lady Charleville, Lady Ponsonby, Lady Fitzroy 
Somerset, Lord Barghersh, the Hon. Joln “Lindsay, &c. &e. Several 
branches of the Royal Family are expected to honor the Theatre with 
their presence next week. A young spark was dragged from the dress 
circle for rude behaviour ; he offered the box-keeper ha/f-a-sorereign 
to procure him the address of the gentleman who assaulted him, in 
order, we suppose, to send him his mortal defiance. 
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Cosure Tuearre'—As it is an acknowledged principal that com- 
petition is always advantageous to the public,the managers at this the- 
atce have become competitors with the Anatomie Vivante. This per- 
sonage is certainly the last that we should wish to set up in opposition 
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to, for the purpose of dividing the curiosity of the town, but chacun 
a son gout, and the proprietors of the Coburg, with true national jea- 
lously determined that a Frenchman should not bear away the palm, 
even as a Skeleton. The piece that brings before the public this liv- 
ing spectre has various eqgéévogues, and many puns, which, alihough 
not new,and where are they to be met with by wholesale at this time of 
day ? Sparerib (Davidge) a student in medicine, in love and in debt, 
who had not tasted food for thirty-six hours, whose teeth were so 
sharp set that he could “ snap flint stones enough to macadamise half 
London,” and whose ‘ fingers ran up and down his ribs unobstructed 
by flesh, as those of a lady run up and down the keys of a harpsicord, 
was called upon in his garret, by Sharp, a debtor, who after some 
conversation proposes to him, by way of “ Raising the Wind,’’ to ex- 
hibit himself asa skeleton, which character he could so well personate 
in consequence of his spare diet for the last six months ; observing, 
that the public would rather give half-a-crown a piece to see a man 
without flesh, than sixpence a piece to put one in good condition. 
Sparerib rather preferred showing himself by deputy, which was 
agreed to by his dun, and that led to the introduction of the 
real skeleton of the Coburg, for whose appearance -an anxious party 
were waiting, among whom were the father of Sparerié and his lover. 
The former scolded, and the latter looked pensive, but a reconciliation 
was brought about after the skeleton has been arrested by two “ har- 
pies of the law,” who believe him to be Sparerid in disguise against 
whom they had a writ. Upon the whole this is a very amusing little 





piece.
